UNDER AWFUL FIRE

Experience of British Troops at Mod-
der River Fight

EAT WAS ALIOST UNBEARABLE

Men Were Without Water and
Food Thirteen Hours.

BOER TACTICSCOMPLIMENTED

Correspondence of the Asoelated Press.

LOND-N, January 3.-British war corre-

spondents are pouring in through the malls
columns of descriptions of the operations
in South Africa. Those recently printed
refer chiefly to the battles of Graspan and
Modder river, for it is yet too early for the
publication of full accounts of Buller's de-
feat at Colenso. The Times' correspondent
at Modder river has written a graphic ac-
count of the long. nerce battle that takes
its name from that stream. "For the whole
of the day," he writes, "the Guards brigade
lay on the open veldt in a heat that was
actually 110 degrees in the shade at mid-
day. Meanwhile the left flank had not
been idle, and after the general had per-
sonally led them to the summit of a slight
rise that commanded the only possible
means of crossing the river-the dam that
had been built to turn the Modder river into
an ornamental pond for the picnics of
Kimberley excursionists-they moved in
echelon toward the edge of the river bank
on the enemy's extreme left.
"That it could even be attempted to cross

the river, sliding sideways through the rush
of the water over the paddles of a rickety

Gen. Methuen.

Iron bar. by one clinging to the short sup-
ports in full view of the opposite shore, was
an act of reckless heroism against which
even the wary Cronie haA not provided.
This, however, is what was actually done,
and it would be difficult to find a parallel
for the stubborn pluck of the men who ac-
companied t'ol. Barter aross the 30) yards
of dam and weir. One by one some 400 of
them crossed. Then a detachment of the
Royal Engineers, showing how well they
could take their part in the forefront of the
fighting line, followed them. After that
some more of the Yorkshire Light Infan-
try. Little by little a force was collected
which cleared several of the nearest houses
on the right and effected an octupation of
an irrigation ditch, from which they were
never dislodged.

I nder Fire Thirteen Hours.
To tight for thirti-en hours is an ordeal

that In any kind of warfare would be a te r-

ribl strain; but out on the treeless, shade-
less veldt, with the t hermometer at the de-
gre- abv- mentione4 the exhautitIon suf-
fer-d by our men was so great that In hun-
drds of eases men and officers alike slept
as they lay in the scrub, careless of the
shell ani rifie lire that surged over them.
"To prnvile them food was impossil e, tIo

bring a wat-r c-art on the field--as the Cold-
stream Guarils found by bitter experiince-
was only tiemipting mi-n to expose them-
selves to d'ath. rushing for water at all
hazards and leaving the cover, such as it
was, afforded by the nine or ten-Inch
growth of mimosa scrub.
"Eary In the afternoon the general was

shot through the thigh, ani for sone time
the two brigades. in the absence of orders,
were compeiled to act indepeniently if
each other. the only communication being a
warning to the 9ith Brigade not to fire upon
the flirst of which there was some danger.
"The magnificent manner in which the

Boers had realized and augmented the
strength of the position,i the success with
which they had kept their works and dispo-
sition secret until the crucial moment, the
feint on the extr-me right by which they
drew off the entire artillery strength of ourforie from their main position, and the as-
tonishing accuraey of their picked shots
at the longest ranges, should all be remema-
bered to the credit of their generals. But
it was in the material which formed the
commandrs that they faild. They could
not do more than they actually did with
the men under their command. Alreadyjealousies had sprung up between the gen-erals. the men accuced each other of cow-ardice. and the threat of physical force had,
if rumors were true, to be held over them
more than once.

Effective Boer Maxim Guns.
"The one-pound Maxim gun was the

most effective weapon used by the Boers.
The five or six shots fired in one second
while the gun was traversed had more
moral effect than the steady discharge of
shrapnel from the ordinary fifteen-pounder
at half minute intervals. One man not
far from me had both thighs bliiwn off
as he sat by one of these little shells lanid-
ing on the ground between them, hut there
is no question that the moral effect was
as a ruas greater thani the practical re-
suts. No gun was more ciirdially disliked
by our men than this tnew weapon, that
was usually christened 'Btong-Btong-Blong,'
the patent of which in 18i4 was oifferedito and declined by our government."
Of the lessons to he learned from Mod-

der river this correspondent says:
"It will be impossible in any future war

for the officers to retain their swords, and
it wIll be worth while for the war office
to construct some light carbine that may
be carr'ed by them instead of weighty rifleseriveil out to the men."
The scene after the battle is Itus de-

scribed biy the same writer:
"Most people who have stayed at Kim-

berley know of Modder river as a recrea-
tion ground, only thinking of it, in fact,much as London regards Maiden Head.
Never has it been anything but a frivolous
little patch in the heart of the veldt. The
punishment for its giddiness has been sud-
den and extraordinary,
"The place is deserted~the walls and roofs

perforated like a colander, the water,
churned and befouled by 10,000 animals,
rolls over and over the dead that were
hurriedly thrown into its eddying hollows
with a weight attached, that has in many
cases proved insufficient. The bridge ties
on its ruined pilers a twisted length of scrapiron, and the dead horses fill every nook in
the riverside woods,
"The chapel with its little wooden cross

near the river stood in the thick of thefight, and now lies a crumbling mass of
adobe walls, with its shattered earthen al-
tar and the re-mains of its se-ats. There is
no square rood within this extinct para-
dise that does not bear witness to the
fearful effect of modern weapons."

The Marines at Grasisan.
The conduct of the marines of the naval

brigade at Graspan is a source of unending
praise from all e a'respondents. The Times
representative at that battle writes:
"The naval brigade advanced in extended,

order, but is converging upon the position
to be taken they unconsciously found them-
selves closed in, and in that formation at-
tempted the ascent. The fire directed upon
them was terrible and, distinguished- by
their swords, the otticers were the first to
fail. Commander Etheistan was mortally
wounded fifty yards fromn the first slope,
and one by one the test fell as they ad-
vanced. many writh two n.. three bulle
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wounds. The slaughter was appalling to
watch; the gallantry displayed was useless
under the pitiless iron hail that was but
slightly checked by the redoubted shelling
of the reinforced battery. With a cheer
the Yorkshire men-by a curious coincidence
they had been conveyed from Mauritius by
the very men to whose help they now came
-ran up, pouring upward a tremendous ft-
sillade toward the crest of the Sangar. Of
course, they lost heavily, but their open
formation and the impossibility of distin-
guishing officers saved them from the con-
centrated tire that had deprived the navat
detachment of their leaders, and little by
little the thin line of khaki crawled up to
the 'on.
"The storming line was now so near

the crest that the guns could only be di-
rected upon the Boers enfilading the posi-
tion from the spurs of the kopje on the
left, and almost in a calm Lieutenant S.
C. Taylor, closely followed by Lieutenant
Jones of the marines, reached fbe outer
works of the Sangar and made their way
over.
"In the next half minute fifty men turm-

bled over and immediately rushed forward
to clear the position in the rear. This was,
however, stubbornly held for a quarter of
an hour, more, perhaps, as a screen than
anything else to cover the retreat of the
Boers.
"Above, the hilltop was almost dripping

with blood; not a boulder escaped its splash
of crimson, and the innumerable splinters
and chips of ironstone blocks indicated the
terrific nature of our fire. Most of the dead
or wounded Boers were carried off-fifty
of the more severely wounded were found
in their hospital, a quarter of a mile away.
but he're and there a dead man proved
that here the Transvaal had sent its men
down for the first time to meet the on-
coming column."
The Daily Telegraph's correspondent di-

lates upon the daring of the marines.
"The mariners numbered 183," he writes.,

"and "very man was In the ighting line,
four yards apart. Of the total the number
hit was ninety-two-exactly A) per cent.
Not a particle of cover was to be had, save
three small ant hills. and the Boers had ac-
curately measured the ranges of these from
their position. One gallant fellow, describ-
ing the fire to an officer, said: 'Yes, sir,
the bullets came middling thick,' and while
actually making the ascent he remarked to
his next man that it was like a 'blooming
hail storm.' Each of the three companle.s
had only one officer, two of those were soon
hit, and the commanding offier shot deal.
Sergeants at once supplied their places, and
of these 70 per cent were lit. Four bull-ts
went through the clothes and helmet of one
olficer, and a fifth knocked away the maga-
zine of his rifle. That was 'middling thick,'
as Tommy said."
"One detachment of sixteen marines,

writes the Standard's correspondent, "who
had got around the corner of the kopje
away from the others, and were without an
officer, were not certain about the order t,
clear the kopje. But one of the men shout-
ed, 'Let's at the devils!' and they rushed to
the top, losing ten out of their number in
the ascent."

Julinn Ralph's Story.
Jullan Ralph, writing for the Daily Mall,

says:
"Let me describe the top of one of the

small hills in the Belmont engagement, the
one In storming which the brave Grena-
diers suffered part of their fearfully heavyloss.
"On this kopje the Boer commander had

compelled the poorer men of his commando
to livre for weeks. I took It that these weremen of the servant and the laborer class.
Their dead, whose untily and neglectedboties I saw as the British bullets and
bayonets had left them, confirmed this
theory, for they were poorly clad. un-
shaven. unclean and htrngry-looking. They
were of that elass of Boer whom James
Bryce describes as having started at a sev-
enteenth century standard and deteriorated

for three hundred years. I knew when I
saw such men among the dead, the wound-
ecl and the prisoners, how it could be that
white men could misuse the white flag and
mock the sacred purposes of the Geneva
Cross.
"The food, the dirt and the extraordinaryprofusion of cartridges and cartridge wrap-pinngs were all mixed together, but the

earth ad disorider were not so offensive as
the grimy, beastly condition of the dead,

NO
looting was allowed, the orders being very
strict on this point. Despite, however. the
strictness with which these most necessary
orders have been carried out, the return of
-some raiding parties rather resembled a
border foray of the olden time. The verb
'to commandeer' covers a nmultitude of
petty larcenies."

''Disheveled womnen are peering out of

Their dens in. the rocks and holes in the
sand. They crawl in In the evening light,
shaking the dirt from their petticoats and
the sand from their back hair. They rub
the children's faces round with the tails of
their gowns. They tempt scraps of flames
to take the chill off the yellow water for
the children's t(;a. After sundown a steady
Scotch drizzle settles down upon us."
